Horace Denounces 
Municipal 


SPEAKS. TO THE BANKERS. 


New Yorker Says That Conditions Are 
‘‘Disgraceful and Dirty.” 


- Horace E. Deming of New York, chairman 
of the executive committee of the National 
Municipal league, attacked what he termed 
Chicagoé’s antiquated ’’ municipal system 
and denounced bossism in politics in an ad- 
dress before the Bankers’ club last evening 
at its dinner at Kinsley’s. 

‘Here in Chicago ‘you have the grandest 
tax known to the civilized world,’ he 
declared.. - “Tt's due to bad legislation. 
You're in politics, and so you don't clean. 
up this mess,. You have a dozen complicated 
forms of government within the municipal- 
ity and you legislate for each one, piling it 
up until the same piece of property is taxed 


restrictions imposed by bad legislation you 
have the 5 per cent limit and can't raise 
énough to clean your streets. 


Talks of “Disgraceful Spectacle. ” 

“Tt is a most disgraceful, dirty spectacle. 
It is all ause you let. little folks transact 
important public business while. you attend 
to your private affairs and pay little or no 
attention to municipal needs. I want to urge 
you to work for the freedom of your city and 
place it where the state legislature cannot 
govern for you. 

“Do you think you need the brains of 
Springfield to run Chicago? Then don’t let 
Springfield ‘monkey’ any longer with your 
affairs. Have the constitution amended so 
that you can run your city yourself. We 
know what state legislation is in sta York 


‘* Business men think more of getting 
things done than of their own morality or: 
the birthright of their children, Just so 
long as you are ready to do business with a 
boss you are a bad citizen. 

“In this connection I want to cite you an 
illustration from New York City’s experi- 
ence. It had been charged time and again 
that hundreds of poolrooms were kept. in 

operation because the Western Union Tele- 
graph company supplied them with the news 
for betting on the horse races. The officials 
and directors of the company were said to be 
men of excellent reputation, godly men, men 
who were churchgoers and active in philan- 
thropic work. They would not do such a 
thing as furnish the means of degrading and 
debauching citizens through viclous gam- 
bling. But the Western Union did it. 


- Morality for $10,000 a Day. 

“When confronted with the charge that 
the gambling wae chiefly due to service fur- 
nished by the Western Union, the company 
denied it. Then we went to work and secured 
the evidence. We obtained signed contracts 
and our workers were sent from one official 
of the company to another until they con- 
ferred with the manager of the department 
which supplied the poolroom service, 

‘We have the evidence to show that 800 
poolrooma are in operation in New York and 
the Western Union is receiving $10,000 a day 
‘for aeryloe to these gambling places, Now 
we will see if the directors’ morality can 
stand the loss of $10,000 a day.”

Take the appointive offices from under the spoils 
system so that no workers 
boss; that fs, establish the merit system. 

Reform the method of making nominations and 
stop walking to the polls to vote for some one you 
had no voice in selecting and who is‘a creature of 
the boss. 

Business men stop doing business with a boss; 
he is approachable to business men, but the people 
can’t get at him. .

Russian Board of Naval Experts Offi- 
cially Report That Togo Sank 
the Petropavlovsk. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

ST. PETERSBURG, April 30.—A dispatch 
from Viceroy Alexieff says the official inquiry 
at Port Arthur into the causes of the destruc- 
tion of the battleship Petropavlovsk showed 
that the warship was sunk by a mine placed 
by the Japanese. The report follows: 
“The special commission appointed to 
inquire into the cause of the sinking of the 
battleship Petropavlovsk has established be- 
yond a doubt the fact that the battleship 
struck a mine laid by the enemy within the 
radius of the customary evolutions of our 
fleet. | 
- “ ‘The explosion of this mine under the bow 
compartments and bunkers of the Petropav- 
lovsk resulted, according to the view of the 
commission of experts, in which I share, in 
a series of explosions through the’detonation 
of the pyroxylin and the twelve inch shells 
in the ship’s magazine and in the explosion of 
the powder cartridge stores, as well as of the 
cylindrical boilers. 

‘“ These several explosions were observed 
in the two minutes which elapsed before the 
battleship was wrapped in a sheet of fame 
and disappeared beneath the sea.” 

Find a Group of Mines. 

PARIS, May 1, 2 a. m.—According to the 
St.Petersburg correspondent of the Echo de 
Paris, the specialists who have examined 
the spot where the battleship Petropaviovsk 
sank declare that the Japanese had laid a 
large group of connected mines, each con- 
taining eighty pounds of lyddite, in Port 
Arthur roads. These, the correspondent 
says, have been removed by the Russians.

Bulgaria’s Dream Ends. 


Speaking in his obscure lodgings in Sofia 
he said: 
“We have given up the idea of greater 
Bulgaria. It is no longer, if it ever was, 
feasible.’ To increase Bulgarian territory 
would arouse too many petty jealousies and 
bring discord into the camp of the south 
Slav states, whereas if we are to be saved 
concord must reign. 
** No, we are fighting today, and will con- 
tinue. to fight, for complete independence’of 
Macedonia and the Balkan states. 


German Plans for Conquest. 


“I believe we can maintain ourselves and 
our independence on the day when the dual 
monarchy crumbles to pieces and the north 
Germans start upon their long prepared ca- 
reer of conquest to the Adriatic and the 
‘Aigean seas. Long prepared; I say, for who 
is so blind as not to see the operationsof min- 
ing and counter mining which the Germans 
are carrying on-in Austria? When this work 
is finished—it is further adivanced than most 
people suppose—the mask will be thrown aside 
and the conquering German will appear in 
his true réle, swordin hand.

ARE SUCCESSFUL, 


; Inventor Gives Experiments 


with Tetrahedral Flyer 


| Near Washington. 


NEARER AIR NAVIGATION 


Cells of the New Machine Can Be 
Multiplied and Its Balance 
Maintained. 


Washington: D. C., April 30.—[Special.]— 
Prof. Alexander Graham Bell today made a 
great step forward in his experiments toward 
solving the problem of aerial navigation, 
when he gave various successful exhibi- 
tions of the tetrahedral kite at Columbia 
station, a Virginia suburb of this city. Prof. 
Bell said the motor eventually would take 
the place of the kite string, ‘and when this 
had been accomplished the problem of navi- 
gating the air would be solved. 

The exhibition, which was given at the 
request of the National Geographical so- 
ciety, of which Prof. Bell is the founder, 
took place on a high plateau, within sight 
of Washington, where the weather bureau 
has its kite station. 


C. K. Gilbert, vice president of .. -oclety, 
explained that Mr. Bell has bees, -..king a 
study of aerial navigation for seve:al years 
on lines entirely different from those of Prof. 
8. P. Langley, who would build a machine 
that would sail through the air, or other 
scientists who would attach a propeller 
steering apparatus to a balloon filled with 
gas 


‘If you have come here to see a flying 
machine,” said Prof. Bell, “ you will be dis- 
appointed, for I have not reached the flying 
machine stage yet. But I have designed a kité 
which presents a large surface framework 
which combines the maximum of strength 
with the minimum of weight and which can 
be enlarged almost without limit and still 
maintain the ratio of weight to that of size 
and strength.”’ 


| Ratio Must Be Right. 
Prof. Bell then explained that in previous 


experiments with other forms of kites it has 
been demonstrated that when a kite is made 


| large enough to sustain the weight of a man 


who might steer it, and an engine which 
might propel it, it is found the structure is 
too heavy to fly. In other words, the ratio 
of weight to size had increased. The fallacy 
of this, Prof. Bell said, he had demonstrated 
in his tetrahedral formation.

WOMEN REFUTE THEORY OF

Consider Reasons Given in Moseley and 
New York City Reports as Amus- 
ing and Not Well Founded. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 30.—[Special.]—

association makes the following reply to the 
report of the Moseley educational, commis- 
sion to the effect that only men should be 
employed as teachers for boys above 10 years 
of age, which was followed by a similar re- 
port from. the Male Teachers’ association of 
New York City: 

** The reasons given by these superior male 
teachers for discarding women teachers, ap- 
parently to give themselves more positions, 
are really amusing. : 
“The conclusion is drawn that women, 
having been the slaves of men all these ages, 
are not capable of teaching boys but are all 
right for girls. One cannot help wondering 
how such inferior mothers can produce such 
wonderful sons; at least when we take into 
consideration the fact that sons as a rule 
inherit the personal and intellectual traits 
of the mother and the daughters those of the 
father. 

“These wise men would have us under- 
stand that women have stolen the profession 
of teaching from them through their willing- 
ness to teach for lower wages, but they try to 
prove to us the loss to the boy of self-reliance, 
courage, high purpose, and manly character, 
which far outweigh the less wages paid to 
women. 
‘““We wonder it never occurred to these 
men that the easiest and most effectual way 
of ridding themselves of women teachers is 
,to put all their force into securing the 
passage of a law requiring equal pay for

It is stated by Conductor Austin that he 
read the order to the engineer and handed 
a copy to him. The officials of the road can- 
not account for the fact that the train ap- 
proached the siding at the high rate of speed 
it must have done to cause the damage it did.

In a broad wave the water fe!!l into the 
fountain basin, rolled over the edge, and 
fell ten feet to the lower basin, and then, 
with a final bound, squght the bosom of the 
lagoon.

President Francis Jubilant. 

President Francis devoted himself to 
Secretary Taft. At the énd of the day he was 
found tired but jubilant. - , 

“It has been a great day, hasn't it;"’ he 
said. *‘AmI pleased? Well, don’t you think 
I have a right to be? Could any plan have 
gone more smoothly than ours has today? 
How many people are here? Well, I will 
make a guess of 165,000. Don’t know why, 
but I just do. There are people everywhere, 
and these grounds are big—the biggest 
grounds any world’s fair ever had. When 
the crowds are big in all places a heap of 
people are inside. I believe the exposition 
will continue to the end as successfully as it 
has begun.”’ 


F. W. Peck Makes Comparisons. 

One of the interested observers of the after- 
noon was Ferdinand W. Peck of Chicago, 
eommissioner general of the United States 
to the Paris exposition. : 

He was asked to express an opinion of the 
fair as it is and as it would be. 

“It will be the greatest fair in the history 
of the world,” he said. ‘ For an opening 
day, it is as well along as the Paris expos!- 
tion. Inclement weather has delayed the 
progrefs of work. Ii will be finished rapidly 
now. Its promise could not be surpassed. 


Men trained by the Chicago world’s fair 
have made this what itis. There are nine- 
teen heads of departments here who were 
heads of departments in Chicago, and who 
also werein Paris. Director of Exhibits Skiff 
is at their head. I am proud of these men.” 


. Comperes Well with Chicago. 

Mr. Peck did not desire to compare the rela- 
tive outward beauty of the Chicago fair and 
the St. Louis fair. 
however, probably will be ready to express 
individual conclusions. It is unlikely that 
they will be to the detriment of Chicago. 
The Plaga St. Louis, cascade court, festival 
hall, and tts circling terrace of statues repre- 
senting Louisiana purchase states, ts ad- 
mittedly the most beautiful sight of the ex- 
hibition.

STORY OF DAY’S CEREMONIES. 


World’s Fair Grounds Scene of Activity 
from Early in Morning Until 
‘Late Afternoon. 


St. Louis, Mo., April 80.—The formal pro- 
ceedings began at 9 o’clock in the morning 
and moved along with commendable smooth- 
ness until all the regular ceremonies were 
ended and the crowd was allowed to go 
wherever it would. | 

Promptly at the hour set the officers and 
directors of the exposition, the members of 
the national commission, and of the board 
of lady managers were gathered at the ad- 
ministration building, where, as rapidly as 
possible they were formed into a procession 
and marched to the plaza of St. Louis, in 
the center of the grounds, where the formal 
exercises of the opening were conducted. 

At the head of the column was a detach- 
ment of the Jefferson guards, who are to do 
police duty within the exposition while it 
continues. Then came the Philippine Scouts’ 
band, followed by the Philippine scouts, an 
imposing body of men, who marched well. 


| Sousa’s Band Is There. 

Behind them, and leading the officers and 
directors of the exposition, came Sousa’s 
band. Following the officers and directors 
were the members of the national commis- 
gion, and last of all the board of lady man- 
agers, some. of whom went on foot, while

Address of President Francis. 


President Francis, as the chief executive 
of the exposition, then delivered an address 
in- which he said: 

“A great thinker has said, ’ The sentiment 
from which it springs determines the dignity 
of any deed.’ This universal exposition was 
conceived in a sense of obligation on the part 
of the people of the Louisiana purchase to 
give expression to thelr gratitude for the 
innumerable blessings that have flowed from 
4 century of membership in the American 
union, to manifest their appreciation of the 
manifold benefits of living in a land whose 
climate and'soil and resources are unsur- 
passed, and of having their lots cast in an 
age when liberty and enlightenment are 
established on foundations broad and deep 
and are the heritage of all who worthily 
strive. To rise to the full measure of such 
a sentiment required an undertaking of 
comprehensive proportions and the partici- 
pation of al] races and of every clime. 


Aid from, the Government. 


“The sincere and helpful interest of the 
federal government, the unanimous coép- 
eration of the states and territories and pos- 
sessions of the United States, the participa- 
tion of almost every country on the earth, is 
evidence of the wisdom and thoroughness 
of the work of exploitation, and establishes 
unquestionably the universal character of 
the exposition. | 

‘The Louisiana Purchase exposition, held 
in eammemoration of the acquisition of an 
empire by a deed of the pen, salutes the rep- 
resentatives, executive and legislative, of the 
federal government, and tenders most pro- 
found: thanks for the recognition extended 
and assistance rendered, It acknowledges 
obligations to states and territories and for- 
eign countries for codperation and contribu- 
tion, and makes its obeisance to commission- - 
ers and exhibiters.”’ 


Keys of Fair Transferred. 


At the conclusion of his address President 
Francis recognized William H. Thompson 
of the committee on grounds and buildings, 
who presented to President Francis Isaac 8. 
Taylor, the director of works. Mr. Taylor 
delivered to President Francis the keys of 
the exposition and presented diplomas of 
merit to the chiefs of his staff. 

After the rendition of the march “ Louis- 
iana’’ by Sousa’s band, President Francis 
transferred the exposition buildings to Fred- 
erick J. V. Skiff, the director of exhibits, the 
performance being emblematic of the fact 
that the buildings had been erected by the 
men in charge of that portion of the work 
and were now ready and waiting for the in- 
stallation of the exhibits through Mr. Skiff’s 
department.

| structed and operated, It became necessary 
not only to reconstruct and reéquip these

bination of capital. 

“The combination of different railways 
should be regulated by law. So far as may 
be necessary the public interest should be 
protected by law, but insofar as thet law ob- 
structs such combinatione without public 
benefit, it is unwise and prejudicial to the 
public interest. 


Co-operation Is Imperative. 


“It is not my purpose to enter upon a dis- 
cussion of questions which may be - pro- 
pounded concerning this subject, but to em- 
phasize the important leading factor of co- 
operative effort, in all! affairs of life, and in 
taking railway transportation as furnishing 
the best example, perhaps, of the necessity 
of codperation not only upon the part of 
capital but between employer and employé 
may I not properly insist upon the further co- 
operation of the governments, both state and 
national? Are we not all interested in in- 
sisting that insofar as it-may be necessary 
to control by law this important subject such 
laws shall be codperative and helpful, and 
not obstructive nor destructive? ~ 


“* Any one familiar with this subject knows 
that the public Interests have been best sub- 
gerved, so far as the states are concerned, 
where legislation has been upon enlightened 
and reasonable lines, and not where it has 
been radical or hostile. 1 do not deny that 
such unfriendly and obstructive legislation 
may have been in part caused by unwise and 
arbitrary acts of railway managers, but the 
evolution of experience has largely removed 
the conditions which produced a conflict be- 
tween state and railway interests, and the 
time has certainly come when the state 
should no longer unnecessarily burden or ob- 
struct these interests, but should coéperate 
in improving the condition of transportation. 

“In all I have said I have not Intended to 
ignore the personal rights of the individual, 
of initiative action, of independent thought 
and speech. Such rights are, in their na- 
ture, inalienable, and no organization which 
seeks to obliterate them is consistent with the 
laws of our government.”

They have been forced upon us without our 
seeking, and they must be solved with the 
same high sense of duty, the same fear- 
lessness and courage with which our ances- 
tors met the startling problems that were 
presented by the addition of this wide ex-’ 
panse of territory of Louisiana. 

“That they may not and probably will 
not be solved by conferring statehood upon 
the new territory is probable. Augurs of ill 
and ruin to follow from the experience and 
the solution of the problem are not waht- ° 
ing, but they never have been wanting in 
the history of this. country, and they never 
have been allowed to control the fearless 
grappling of new problems by Americans. 
We have probably reached a period in the 

eat wealth and power which we have 
achieved as a nation, in which we find our- 
selves burdened with the necessity of aiding 
another people to stand upon its feet and 
take a short cut to the freedom and the 
civii liberty which we and our ancestors have 
hammered out. For the reason that this 
centennial of the Louisiana purchase marks 
the beginning of the great Philippine prob-

FIGHT MADE ON MAYOR. 


Hopkins - Hearst-Burke Alliance 
_ Arrayed Against Harrison; 
Struggle for Power. 


Tomorrow's primary fight 
democrats is for control of the party, both 
in Chicago and in Illinois. On its result 
also hangs the part the delegates from 
this state will play'in the national gathering 


‘in St. Louis. It is the most important and 


it promises to be the most bitterly contested 
struggle of the kind known in Chicago for. 
years. 

Thé fight is Harris6én and ant!-Harrison. 
It is the mayor against the fleld. If he 
wins, Mr. Harrison will be the undisputed 
leader of his party in Chicago, and the most 
prominent democrat in the state. If he is 
beaten it will be the end of his political 
caréer, for a time at least. His retiremfent 
at the end of his present term, instead of be- 
ing voluntary, would be forced. The ele- 
ments now arrayed against him would name 
his successor. 


‘Make a Curious Combination. 
These elements make a curious political 
combinatfon. There are former gold demo- 
crats under John P. Hopkins, extreme Bryan- 
ites shouting for William Randolph Hearst, 
and disappointed and displaced office seekers 
led by Robert Emmet Burke. Old issues 
have been forgotten and -ola personal ani- 
mosities put aside. 

The alliance between Hopkins and the 
Hearst. forces strikingly presents the truth 
of an adage. Stranger bedfellows than ‘the 
chairman of: the gold democratic national 


‘committee in 1896 and the once virulent free 


silver advocates who are demanding the 
nomination of William Randolph Hearst 
never crept under the same set of blankéts. 
For years the Hearst newspapers have been 
holding up Hopkins and his friends as rep- 
resentative of all that is disreputable in 
politics, . 

The union of the Burke contingent with any 
faction which is opposed to Harrison is nat- 
ural. It is composed largely of men who, 
like Burke, have held city jobs and lost them. 

The alliance between the Hopkins and 
Hearst factions is understood ‘to mean a 
division of delegates, if it issuccessful. The 
Hearst people want delegates for their can- 
didate to the national convention. The Hop- 
kins adherents are after control of the coun- 
ty committee and the county convention. 
If they can name the next county ticket and 


elect it they will have more offices to give 


out than has the city hall. with the civil 
service law in force. Then the control of the 
party organization is easy. With jobs and 
the alliances which Mr. Hopkins already 
has made outside of Chicago the coritrol of 
the state organization comes as a matter of 
course. 


Opposition Appears Formidable. 

Just now the opposition to the city hall 
faction of the party appears formidable. 
Whether it will prove so at the primaries 
remains to be proved. The Harrison advo- 
cates declare it is impossible to unify such 
discordant elements as the Hopkins and 
Hearst factions. 
The unknown quantity, however, is the 
strength which ik to be shown by the Hearst 
vote. That It will amount .to -considerable 
in some sections of the city is granted by the 
Harrison leaders. 

In the First district the result hinges on 
the primaries in the Second and Third wards, 
so far as the Hopkins strength is concerned; 
while the Hearst people expect to make 
a showing in that part of the Fourth which 
is included. The Second the city hall car- 
ried the last time, and it claims the Third, 
which is Hopkins’ home ward. 

In the Second district the main fight is in 
the Seventh and Thirty-third wards. Here 
the Hearst vote is light, and the olty hall 
faction of late has had its own way in com- 
petition with the Hopkins men. 

It is in the Third and Fourth districts that 
the Hearst people expect to’ make their 
greatest showing. These take in,the Twen- 
ty-ninth and Thirtieth wards—the stock- 
yards—and there it is not only asserted that 
the labor vote is the better united for the 
New York congressman but also that the 
organization in the person of Ald. Tom 
Carey, chairman of the county committee, 
is with the aspirant for the se 
nominatiow. 


Count on “Loeffler 


The Fifth also is a strong labor district, 
but here the city hall peaple say they have 
no fear. It comprises the Ninth, Tenth, and 
Eleventh, “‘ the Loeffler string of wards,”’ 
and Loeffler is with Harrison.

BLAMED FOR MOB'S WORK 


COURT AND CITY OFFICIAES OF 
SPRINGFIELD, 0., SCORED. 


Grand Jury’s Report Severely Criticises 

_ Those “Declared Responsible for 

Lynching and Burning of Levee— 

' Judge Mower Declared at Fault for 

Not Imposing Harder Sentences on 

Crimfnals—Thirty-four Indictments 
Have Been Returned. 


Springfield, O., April 30.—[Special.]—The 
special grand jury called to investigate the 
lynching of Richard, the murderer of Bailiff 
Charles Collis, and the burnirg of the levee, 
made its final report this afternoon, severely 
criticising the city and county officials for 
their negligence in not quelling the mobs. 
It also takes Judge J. K. Mower to task for 
not imposing heavier sentences on criminals. 
The report has caused a decided sensation. 
Judge Mower is indignant, and he scored the 
jury for not returning an indictment for 
murder against those implicated in entering 
the jail when he charged them to do so. 


Thirty-four Indictments. 


The jury examined 554 witnesses, covering 
48 cases, and ignored 14 cases. It returned 


’ fourteen true bills in addition to the number 


already returned in partial reports. In all 
thirty-four indictments have been returned, 
of which fifteen are against persons impli- 
cated in the work of the mobs. The jury’s 
report says: 

‘It appears that a proper display of firm- 


meses and determination at the right moment 
_by the officers of the law, even with the force 
‘at hand, would have suppressed the mob 


spirit and saved the city the disgrace that 
has been cast upon it. 


Should Meet Mob Spirit. 


** The. authorities should take no chances 
when the mob spirit first manifests itself, but 
should meet all emergencies and protect pris- 
oners at all hazards. Thecrime of perjury is 
so prevalent that it defeats justice, and such 
crimes should be, met with the extreme pen- 
alty. 

The jury finds that the local authorities did 
not take any steps to stop ag burning of the 


levee. 


| WANTS CHAIR INSTEAD OF ROPE 


Grand Jury Recommends Change in 
Method of Executing Criminals— 
Also Asks Better Quarters. 


The April grand jury adjourned yesterday, 

and in its final report to Judge Kersten rec- 
ommended that electrocution be substituted 
for hanging, and that all executions take 
place at the state penitentiary. 
' Another recommendation was that the 
grand jury room should be located on the 
top floor, away from the noise of the street, 
and should be equipped with sounding boards 
and comfortable chairs and desks; also with 
telephone service. 

One of the jurors, Luther G. Lambert, who 
became sick on Thursday, died yesterday at 
his home, 1009 Millard avenue.

THOMAS BRENAN 18 DEAD. 


Continuously a Member for Nearly 


Twenty-six Years—Pneumonia Fol- 
owing Decline Is Fatal — Resident 

hen Town Had Only 15,000 Inhab- 
tants—Lieutenant in War, Assist- 
ant City | Treasurer, and County 
Board Member—Aid to Archbishop. 


Thomas Brenan, patriarch of the Chicago 
board of education, of which he has been 
& member continuously for nearly twenty- 
six years, died late last night at his resi- 
dence, 163 Thirtieth street, aged 71 years. 
A gradual decline in health had caused him 
to take to his bed a few days ago, ‘but not 
until yesterday morning was his condition 
regarded as critical. Then pneumonia quick- 
ly developed. 

Mr. Brenan never married. The funeral 
arrangements have not been announced; but 
the services will be from St. James’ Roman 
Catholic church, of which he was a leading 
member. 


In Business, Then in Politics. — 

The pioneer was born inWova Scotia, and 
when 17 years old followed his parents to 
Chicago, then a town of 15,000 inhabitants. 
His father kept a grocery at Randolph 
street’ and Wabash avenue, and the youth 
lived above the salesroom. He immediately 
secured employment in a hardware store, 
and soon afterward joined St. 


town. He fought fires with the Red Jacket 
company, and after three years of this life 
worked as cine and bookkeeper in Peoria 
for five years. . 

Until 1856 Mr. Brenan was bookkeeper for 
James Carney, then the leading merchant. 
In 1861 he engaged in business for himself, 
‘but ceased this to serve through the war 
After owning a drug store 
fhe"tOoK oharge of a department in the dry 
goods store of Peter Smith and remained 
there until 1869, then beapming assistant 
city treasurer and serving five terms. He 
next was appointed assistant county treas- 
urer, and for several terms afterward was 
a member of the county board. | 

It was while filling this position’that Mr. 
Brenan was appointed a member of the 
board of education by Mayor Heath in 1878 
His colleagues regarded him as a trav eling 


kept in touch with every branch. 
Familiar with School Growth. 


During his incumbency he saw the number 
of public school houses in Chicago grow 
from 74 to more than 300, the teachers in- 
crease from 797,to nearly ten times that num- 
ber, and the number of pupils from 35,000 
to more than 250,000. 

Mr. Brenan devoted much of his attention 
to the church, having been appointed repre- 
sentative ofthe late Archbishop Feehan in 
attending to the financial affairs and admin- 
istration of Calvary and Mount Olivet ceme- 
teries: He continued these duties from 1887, 
and also. worked to establish friendly rela- 
tions between public and parochial schools.

LOVE AND MENTAL TROUBLE 
FIGURE IN M’KAY SUICIDE. 


Letters from ‘‘Madeline” Found, and 
Brother Says Wealthy Man Had Suf- 
fered Pains in Head for Years. 


A mental malady which physicians in New 
York had pronounced incurable is given as 
the motive which prompted George A. Mc- 
Kay to commit suicide. The police think a 
love affair had something to do with the act, 
as letters from a New York woman who 
signed herself ‘*‘ Madeline’’ were found in 
the clothing after the removal of the body to 
Rolston’s undertaking rooms. 

The letters.and other effects of Mr. McKay 
were given yesterday to his brother, James R. 
McKay, who said: 

*“ When George was not .more than 10 or 12 
years old he complained frequently of severe 
pains in the head. As he advanced in years 
apparently he had outgrown the trouble, un- 
til within the lagt four years, when he said 
he had attacks similar to those’ of his boy- 
hood days. The pains affected his brain and 
heart. at times, and the malady was pro- 
nounced incurable.’

tion, whether he had: made the effort to or 


not. 
Figures Do Not Show Much. 


So far as actual results are concerned, fig- 
ures do not seem to show. up as much in be- 
half of Mr. Hearst as his most sanguine 
friends would like to see. Quite a number 
of delegates have been elected here and there 
throughout the country, but instead of there 
being half a thousand for Hearst at the 
present writing there seem to be only slight- 
ly more than half a hundred. 

From the records at Hearst headquarters 
I obtained a table showing the delegates now 
elected in behalf of Hearst under instruc- 
tions or with undoubted preferences, This 
table, which apparently represents the maxi- 
mum of the Hearst strength to date, but 
which takes no account of the oni expecta- 
tions for the future, follows:

Indications That Former Is Preparing 


_ to Relinquish Interests in the Great 
Railroad Systems. | 


A- dispatch from New York states that 
rumors are current there that J. P. Morgan 
will relinquish his great interests in railroad 
systems and retire from the financial world. 


It is stated that Morgan’s indifference to the 


introduction of new interests in properties 
comrolled by him gives rise to the reports: 
that he will quit. | 

The election of E. H. Harriman to the Erie 
board a few mbdnths ago, and the subsequent 
election of two of his business associates to 
vacancies, indicates the accession of the new 
With the instal- 
lation of Mr. Harriman at the head of Erie 
affairs both Hill and Morgan began lessening 
their financial interests in that property. 

The influence in railroad affairs heretofore 


»wielded by J. P.-Morgan is gradually being 


transferred to the Rockefellers, who are 
getting prominently identified with nearly all 
the large railroad systems in the country. 
During the last year they have obtained 
representation on the Pennsylvania board, 
and yesterday James Stillman, representing 
Rockefeller interests, succeeded Mr. Morgan 
as an influential factor next to W. K. Van- 
derbilt, in the New York Central board. The 
relations between the Rockefellers and Har- 
riman interests are exceedingly close. 

S. Landstreéft, vice president of .the 
Western Maryland railroad, which is to ex- 
tend from the eastern tide water outlet at 
Baltimore of the Gould system of railroads, 
is authority for the statement that the 
Goulds have no idea of going to Newport 
News or elsewhere on the Atlantic coast for 
another eastern tidewater terminal.* In an 
interview he stated that there is not the 
least connection between the Wabash and 
the lately announced “ tide water-deep wa- 
ter”’ plan to build a railroad from the West 
Virginia coal regions to Hampton roads or 
the late Norfolk and Southern deal.

NEW MILK LAW IN EFFECT: 


BETTER QUALITY EXPECTED. 


Cans to Be Shipped from Country Sealed 
and the Responsibility for Impuri- 
ties Will Rest.on the Sender. 


An immediate improvement in the quality 
of. milk delivered in Chicago and the plac- 
ihe of responsibility for al] that is not up 


to grade is expected to follow the enforce- 


ment of the ordinance, which goes into ef- 
fect today, requiring that all milk shipped 
into. Chicago shall come in sealed cans. The 
sterilizing of all cans will also be required. 

City officials will break the seals on ail 
cans and test the milk before it is permitted 
to-go into the hands of the dealers. If it 
is found that the shipment has been watered 
or contains any impurities it will be sent 
back .to the shipper and further consign- 
ments from the same man will not be allowed 
to enter the city. 

An examination for the pasition of dairy 
inspector was held yesterday in the city 
council chamber by the civil service com- 
mission. -Three vacancies for men at $100 
a year each to go into the country to exam- 
ine dairies sending milk to Chicago are to 
be filled. More thafh a hundred, including

Find the Law Is Mandatory. 
Washington, D. April 30.—[Special.]— 
There will be prompt action on the part of 
the federal government in ordering the re- 
moval of the tunnels under the Chicagaq 
river, and the wishes of those who are re- 
sponsible for demolishing these obstructions 
to navigation may not be consulted. It 
was intended originally to consult those re- 
sponsible for the tunnels to ascertain their 
wishes regarding the time they would. re- 
quire, but after a close examination of the 
law it was decided this will not be done. 
There will be no hearings by the war depart- 
ment of the persons interested. This course 
was adopted after. an examination of 
the law disclosed that it is mandatory 
upon the secretary of war to. direct the re- 
moval of the obstructions and hé had no 
option whatever. 
. The law also requires the engineer depart- 
ment to specify what alterations in the tun- 
nels are necessary to render navigation over 
them free, easy, and unobstructed. In con- 
struing these features of the law the chief of 
engineering takes the ground that the de- 
partment is required first to ascertain what 
changes are necessary, and after this is 
learned the secretary is directed to give a 
reasonable time in which to perform the 
work. |

Machinists’ Unexpected Demand. 

Of greater danger to the industrial peace 
of the-city is the-unexpected vote*of the 
machinists for higher pay and shorter hours. 
This vote has been taken in three meetings 
held Thursday, Friday, and Saturday. 
though the machinists have carefully drawn 
agreements with most of their employers 
providing for concfliation and arbitration 
before any strike or lockout, the men were 
freely declaring yesterday that if their de-

‘mands. were not complied with torhorrow 


morning they would quit work. ‘ 

Many contracts of the blacksmiths, metal 
workers, boilermakers, and brass crafts ex- 
pired last night with those of the machinists. 
The former unions, employed in the same 
shops with the machinists, are expected to 
follow in their wake. The key to the situa- 
tion is the agreement between the Chicago 
Metal Trades’ association and the labor or- 


ganizations. The association, with the co- 


operation of the conservative leaders of the 
machinists, is Striving to hold the menin line. 


‘Left to Vote of Members 

When the machinists and the officers of the 
meétal trades failed to agree, the former pro- 
posed that all questions be left to the rank 
and file of the union. The idea was that if 
the members had an opportunity to Vote on 
Wages and conditions, their representatives. 
would know definitely what demands to make 
of their employers, and would be supported 
when they. insisted on them. 

Ballots therefore were prepared, on which 
the ‘machinists could vote on the hours of 
work desired and the pay for each class of: 
men. The critical points were the number 
of hours constituting a week and the mini- 
mum wage rate. In the old agreement fifty- 
four hours had been a week and the lowest 
rate was $2.75. 

The vote showed a great majority in favor 
of the minimum of $3 a day and a fifty hour 
week. Nine hours a day, with a Saturday 
half holiday, was the almost unanimous

“As soon as the men learned how the vote 


“was going they took it for granted they were 


going to get exactly what they asked for. 
And then they began talking of striking Mon- 
day morning in all shops where these: de- 
mands were not promptly granted.” This 
was the explanation. of the situation last 
night given by Business Agent J. J. Keppler 
of the union. 
“The men do not appreciate the general 
condition of trade in the city,’’ he continued. 
” They know of some favored shops in which 
business is good and jump at the cofflusion 
that all other concerns can do as well. Iam 
particularly anxious to preserve our agree- 
ment with the metal trades. The union and 
the association are both here to stay, anditis 
best that we get along together in harmony.

WOODRUFF LAYS RULES FOR A 
“BEAUTIFUL CHICAGO.” 


President of Out@eor Arf Assoctation 


Queen Anne Style You Should See 
That It Harmonizes with Rest in the 
Block—Wants Building Under Mu- 
nicipal Control—Women Power for 
Reform. 


You may want to build a house with a 
Queen Anne front, but you should not be 
allowed to do so unléss your Queen Anne 
front harmonizes with the architecture 
in the block. If you would like to liveina 
colonial house you should be compelled to 
build it where there are other coloniai houses, 

This is what Clinton Rogers Woodruff of 
Philadelphia told the woman’s- auxiliary 
of the American Park and Outdoor Artas- 
sociation yesterday. Mr. Woodruff, who is 
president of the association, urged the estab- 
lishment of municipal supervision over the 
architecture of private dwellings, public 
buildings, hotels, apartment houses, and 
every other structure making up a city. 


“City Beautiful” Commandments. 


, The speaker declared the “ city beautiful ” 
would not.be realized until the city could gov- 
ern its architecture, and then he pronounced 
the four “city beautiful commandments.” 
They were: 

1. Thou shalt not be permitted to build a build- 
ing where you please or how you please. 

2. ‘Thou shalt not litter the streets. 

8. ‘Thou shalt not offend the eye. : 

4. Thou shalt not befoul the air. . 

Mr. Woodruff held that the first and sec- 
ond commandments applied to every citizen, 
the third to those responsible for glaring 
signboards, and the fourth to violators of the 
He declared the sign- 
boards “ debase nature.”’ and pleaded for the 
enactment of a law for protection from 
*‘atrocious sights. 

“The law already prevents offense to the 
nose,’ he said, “and it is our duty to go on 
and see to it that laws are made to protect 
the eye.” 

In-defending the feasibility of the plan for 
municipal regulation of architecture, Mr. 
Woodruff said it had been tried in Boston, 
which prohibited the building of too high 
structures around public squares. Property 
owners protested, but the Supreme court de- 
cided a municipality had the right to make 
laws governing the erection of buildings. 


Addresses Students in Evanston. 

In an address to Northwestern university 
students in the forenoon Mr. Woodruff said 
that women exercise, either directly or indi- 
rectly as great an influence in municipal 
government and affairs as men. 

-“The importance of women in municipal 
government and affairs is manifest,”’ he de- 
clared. ‘‘ There are 1.000 organizations of 
women interested in the cause of improve- 
ment in municipal government. Women are 
carefully watching the affairs of cities and 
states, and their influence can be seen in all 
things.”’ 

Calls City Rule a Failure. 

President Bonaparte of the National Mu- 
nicipal league, also speaking to the students, 
said in part: 

‘“‘We have found in our experience that 
government in large cities has not been a 
success. The government of American citi- 
zens ‘to a great extent is an imitation of the 
national government in regard to administra- 
tive affairs, and therefore not the best. The 
league has two purposes, first, to bring to 
bear on each locality public opinion of the 
entire country; and, second, to compel public 
officials to do their duty.”

Trouble Over Pay of Night Foremen— 
Scale Signed by 280 Small Concerns 
of the 800 Bakers in City. 


Six cent bread is almost certain to be the 
‘result of a strike vote taken last night by 
the journeymen bakers. .A shortage of bread 
for a few days in Chicago is predicted. The 
union decided to order all members out of 
shops where the new scale has not been 
signed. 


ported at the meeting of the labor organi- 
zation, at 27 North Clark street, that 280 
had granted the demands. None of the large 
bread making plants, it was said, had yield- 
ed.. Of the 5,000 members of the union, less 
than 1,000 are employed in the shops that 
granted the demands. The strike order be- 
comes effective tomorrow morning. 

The trouble is over the wages of fifty-five 
night foremen. The union asked that night 
foremen be given $17 a week, an increase of 
$1 over the old scale, by which both day and 
night men received $16. 

The union's demand also stipulated that

night work, all the principal holidays were 
‘to be observed, and for the weeks in which 
these holidays fell the men were to bé paid 
for full six days’ work:

Wisconsin Insurance Com- 
missioner of Extortion. 


SENSATION IN POLITICS. 


Gov. La Follette’s Active Sup- 
porter Called Into the 
Federal Court.

State Insurance Commissioner Zeno M. Host 


tionate fees to the amount of $21,024 from 


4 the Prudential Insurance Cormmpany of Amer- 


ica, and of threatening to deprive that com- 
pany of its license unless the fees were paid. 
The facts became known today when the 
Prudential company secured an order, re- 
turnable May 9, ‘requiring Commissioner 
Host to show cause why he should not be 
enjoined from revoking the company’s li- 
cense to do business in Wisconsin. 


How It All Began. 


The facts as alleged in the complaint are 
extremely sensational. It is alleged that in 
September, 1903, Insurance Commissioner 
Host began an examination of: the affairs 
of the Prudential company. From time to 
time the company, upon the requisitions of 
Commissioner Host, paid him large sums 
for expenses, believing they were legal 
charges. The amounts finally footed up to 


}\$21,000, according to the company’s allega- 


tions. 

After the last payment had been made the 
company discover that the Wisconsin 
statute provided that the expense for ex- 
amination shall not be more than $5 a day 
and mileage not exceeding 5 cents a mile 
each way, . 

The company protested against making 
these payments on the ground that they were 
extortionate. \The state insurance commis- 
sioner, it is alleged, threatened to revoke the 
Prudential’s license unless all the payments 
were made upon demand. For this reason, 
the company alleges,’ it made the payments 
as they were demanded. 


After More Fees. 


In the meantime it came out in the exam!- 
nation that the Prudential Insurance com- 
pany owned $480,000 of the stock of the 
Fidelity Trust company. The insurance 
commissioner immediately demanded that 
that corporation submit ftself to an examina- 
tion as well as the insurance company. The 
latter maintained that the Fidelity Trust 
company is a corporation existing under the 
laws of the state of New Jersey, accountable 
only to the bank examiner of that state, and 
in no way accountable te the insurance com- 
missioner of Wisconsin, It was recited that 
the trust company had been duly examined 
by the bank examiner of New Jersey and 
found to be’perfectly solvent; in fact, that 
the stock of the concern held by the insurance 
company is much re valuable than the 
amount invested would signify. 

The Prudential alleged that it was impos- 
sible for it to procure the Fidelity Trust com- 
pany to submit to such an examination. 
Commissioner Host threatened that he would 
not renew the Prudential’s liéense, and as it 
has an immense business in the state it be- 
gan action to protect itself. In the meantime 
an effort will be made to recover the fees the 
company allegés it has paid illegally to the 
commissioner.

} fing. Hence the queries as to winners and 
losers. 

Before figuring, on winners and losers it Is 
pertinent to call attention to the “ kitty ”’ 
of the betting ring, as the fee for cutting in 
may be designated. The New California 
Jockey club. charges $20 a race. The daily 
average of bookmakers has been twenty-two.

Europeafi jewel caskets. 
One Instance of Recovery. 

Sometimes the jewels do not get further 
than Constantinople. Thus when the his- 
toric pearls of the late Mme. Ratazzi were 
stolen, the thieves, knowing that every jew- 
eler In Europe and America was familiar 
with the gems, took them to Stamboul and 
managed to dispose of them through some 
of the seraglio dignitaries to the sultan. Nor 


would they ever have been traced had not 


Abdul Hamid presented them to an !llustri- 
ous woman, visiting Constantinople with her 
husband, on whose neck ti®y were subse- 
quently recognized, with the result t ey 
had to be returned to Mme. Ratazzi. ¢ 

Let me add, in support of this assertion 
as to the fate of stolen jewels, the significant 
fact that, with the exception of those of 
the widowed countess of Dudley, which were 
recovered by means of a compromise, hardly 
any of the plunder of the great jewel rob- 
beries of the last fifty years has ever been 
recovered, in spite of all the efforts of police 
and jewelers, stimulated by the offers of 
large rewards. 

It will be interesting to see whether the 
altered monetary conditions in the orient 
resulting from the reforms fmitiated by Lord 
Cromer will result in people tn India seek- 
ing a more profitable investment of their 
capital than jewels, in which case many long 
lost gems of world wide celebrity may be 
placed once more on the market with start- 
ling developments in the way of efforts by 
former owners to recover their stolen prop- 
erty.

The scenes’ are laid during the reign of 
Louis XVI. an@ Marie Antoinette, and La- 
fayette is a central figure. The stage setting 
is marvelous. When I add that thirteen 
horses and as many dogs are grouped in one 
act one realizes the elaborate proportions of 
the ** mise en ecéne.”

THE WAR DURING THE WEEK. 

Last week for the first time the Russian 
navy succeeded in accomplishing something. 
Eight days ago the Vladivostok squadron 
of one protected and three armored cruisers 
put to sea. Two days later they arrived at 
Gensan, where they found a new Japanese 
trading steamer, whicli they sank with a tor- 
pedo. The next day the fieet returned to 
Vladivostok, but on. Wednesday last again 
emerged. Thursday evening it sighted a 
Japanese steamer with war stores on board. 
Its crew was taken off, after which it was 
sunk. 

‘At 11 o’clock of the same night the squad- 
ron overhauled a large 
the Kinshiu Maru. 

Here the accounté differ. The Russians 
say that they first: removed the Japanese 
officers from the ships, whereupon the sol- 
diers who were thus left on the boat refused 
the summons to surrender because their 
officers were absent... Accordingly the Rus- 
sian fleet sunk the transport with all the 
soldiers on it. The Russians report that the 
Japanese soldiers did not cease fifing their 
small arms and machine guns until the 
waters closed over them. The Japanese as- | 
sert, however, that the private soldiers who | 
were below depth were not communicated 
with, and were sunk before being given a’ 
chance to surrender. This is one of those 
military mysteries the truth of which de 
probably never discover itself. — 

It is exceedingly strange that the Riel 
nese allowed this Russian cruiser fleet to 
creep out and do such damage and then re- 
turn to port without any loss to itself. It is 
reported that now Togo holds the Port 
Arthur ships safely in their harbor, while 
Kamimura is lying outside Vladivostok with 
ten cruisers of sufficient strength to readily 
dispose of the four Muscoyites inside. It 
would have been well for the Japanese if 
Kamimura’s cruisers had been lying off 
Viadivostok during the last eightdays. The 
report of the return of the Viadivostok 
| squadron has indeed not been confirmed, but 
the latest news pronounces that it has re- 
achieved its refuge successfully. 

On the land the situation-is most inter- 
esting, as a glance at the map in another 
column will show. The main Japanese army 
has been concentrated along the Yalu, ex- 
tending from the river’s mouth eighty miles 
northeast. Its number is approximately 
100,000 men. Its advance guard has now 
succeeded in crossing the river in at least 
two places. The upper crossing, which was 
first made, flanked the strong Russian posi- | 
Conse- 
quéntly the Russians were caused to aban- 
don Antung and fall back into the hills be- 
‘hind it. 

From Antung northwest to Liaoyang, at 
which point is the main Russtan concen- 

tration, the country is exceedingly difficult. 
It is precipitous and rugged, with an ele- 
vation from 2,000 to 5,000 feet. It affords

If the 
Japanese keep along the seatoast from the 
Yalu toward Port Arthur they stand in rio 
danger of having their communications cut, 
because their base is the shore, their lines 
of communication the paths of the sea, and 
their ¢onvoy a preponderant fliavy. 

While: the Japanese have been crossing 
‘the Yalu the Cossacka have done some dar- 
ing and sitctessful raiding. The force which 
a week ago was at Songchen has swooped 
across the Corean peninsula. It has cut 
itself off from its own base of supplies. It 
has got in the rear of the Japanese army 
at Yalu and behind the reinforcements at: 
Chongyu and Chasan, which are hurrying 

up to join the main army... 

This Cossack force has occupied Anju, a 
town on the Seoul-Pekin toad, through 
which all communications between Pekin 
and Seoul are carried on. 

By the time ‘the report of the: Cossack 
entrance into Anju reached the world those 
rough riders had probably ridden out of the 
place again. But their mere momentary 
presence ‘is, worthy: -of- mention, ‘and it 
showed the advantage which good cavalry 
gives to an army. If the Japanese. had 
even a moderately effective cavalry they 
would prevent these Cossack raids. 

The activity of the Russians in Corea ig 
not ‘confined to fiying. bands of Cossack 
raiders. In the northeastern part of the 
peninsula the Russian cavalry have erosa*d 
the boundary in force, accompanied by ar- 
tilery. Twb separate detachments of them 
under’ different ‘commanders -are now. 
cated.somewhere in the neighborhood of tbe 
places indicated on the maps by flags with 
question marks. These two forces, one of 
which crossed the Yalu: and the other the 
Trmen rivers, are now approaching a junc- 
tuou, Which, when effected, will result in 
an army of 5,000 or 10, men. The ac- 
tivity of the Russian cavalry division and 
of the’ Cossack scout in the flank ahd fear 
of the Japanese army must cause t i- 
kado’s gentrals considerable annoyance: 

At this writing the reports on the battle 
on the Yalu are so meager and uncertain as_ 
to preclude comment. 


THE COAL TRUST. 

‘The. interstate ¢ommerce 
gives notice that on the 24th of this month 
it will resume its examination of the freight 
rates and general methods of the anthracite 
coal roads, composing what is commonly 
known as the “ coal trust.” If the evidence 
revealing a combination in restraint of trade 
is as strong as it-is believed it will be, the 
attorney general will begin proceedings 
against a combine which has long defied 
national and state authority, and which has 
taxed unmercifully all consumers of nage 
coal. 

Last. week Attorney General Knox said 
in reply to a question contained in a resolu- 
tion of the house of representatives that 
the department of justice began an investi- 
gation at the time of the great strike to find 
out whether the anthracite coal business 


in violation of the anti-trust law. The in- 
vestigation was blocked by the inability of 
the department to compel the railroads to 
produce their books and papers. Therefore 
at its suggestion the interstate commerce 
commission, which has greatér powers in 
some directions, began & general investiga- 
tion. 

‘That, was checked by the refusal of the 
‘representatives of the railroads to answer 
certain questions and to produce the freight 

ntracts between the roads and the coal 
miping companies. The matter went into 
the courts, and only the other day the Su- 
preme court decided that the roads must 
answer the questions and produce the pa- 


Ae the interstate | commerce commis- 
sion has completed its interrupted investi- 
gation it will hand overto the department of 
justice all the evidence in its possession, 
and in all probability suit will be com- 
menced. 

There has been much fault found es 
cause the coal combine has not been prose- 
ented. The fact is often overlooked that 
convictions cannot be had without evidence, 
and that it is sometimes extremely difficult 
to get it.

PHILOLOGY AND PROBLEM «PLAYS. 
A philological treatise on “The Variant 
Remains of the Indo-European Root-Sig as 
Found Both in the Européan Thucydides 
and in the Indian Kalidasa” lay on the 
table side by side with Mr. Pinero’s latest 
play. “ How is it,” said a Distinguished 
Person of Culture, “ that anybody can be 
found to spend his time in the studies neces- 
sary for the preduction of such a treatise 
when the questions handled in Mr. Pinero’s 
play are of such vital and urgent interest?” 
The Person of Culture was perfectly justi- 
fied in marveling at the social instincts of 
the man who can find lifelong pleastre in 
hobnobbing with Indo-European monosy)l- 
‘lables, but he perhaps went too far in im- 
plying that philology had no connection with 
questions of vital and urgent interest. In 
fact, it is easy to show that the problem play 
itself owes a great debt of gratitude to the 
philological researches of the last century. 
In Shakspeare’s time the canons of Chris- 
tian ‘morality were universally accepted 
among: occidental peoples. Shakspeare’s 
plays, therefore, do not concern themselves 
with the fundamental ethics of the rela- 
tionship between the sexes. Certain things 
are right. Certain things are wrong. Shak- 


what is right and sometimes do what is. 
wrong. But the dramatist and tlie an- 
dience are almost absolutely untroubled by 
the question whether the right things may 
not be wrong and the wrong things may not 
be right. 

Then came philology. it attacked the 
monosyllabic roots of the ‘Old Testament. 
It began to distinguish between Jehovistic 
and Elohistic documents. It scrutinized the 
date and the authorship of books whose’: 
date and authorship were supposed to be 

above serutiny. It upset a thousand tradi- 
tions. It réviséd a thousand opinions. It 


produced that seething, eddying chaos of 


speculation which ow involves not only the 
sacred books of the Christian religion but

When the dramatist believed that there was 
aright and a wrong he tried to prove both 
of them by. their consequences. When he 
was in doubt himself he simply held up the 
puzzle before his audience. But in both 
cases attention was focused on the moral 
situation, and in both cases this moral situa- 
tion was made a kind of laboratory for the 
discovery of the moral elements of life, 
Perhaps now the Person of Culture will 
say that one of the worst thing# about 
philology is that it occupies an indubitable 
place in the genealogical table of the prob- 
lem play. He will be obliged to admit, how- 
ever, that even the most recondite of schol- | 
astic enterprises may turn out to have a 
close connection with the working world. 


Irmak sounds like a rug, but he was a 
hero. On the crest of the ebbing wave of 


the Mongol invasion he carried bis Russian 


comrades across the Ural mountains into 
Asia and gave resilient Russian aggression 
an impetus which has not yet expended 


| itself even with the sight of the Pacific and 


the acquisition of Port Arthur. 

It-was almost four centuries before Irmak 
that the Mongols under Genghis Kahn had 
dashed themselves against Europé. Eu- 
rope had been saved, but its breakwaters 
were demolished. The Slavic principalities 
on the plains of Russia, lying shredded into 
splinters, exhausted the fury of the invad- 
ers, and became a vicarious sacrifice for the 
salvation of Germany, of Italy, and of 
France. This was about the year 1200. 

Then grew up at Moscow, subject to the 
khans of the Golden Horde. on the banks 
of the Volga as well as to the great khans 
of the Great Horde on the banks of the 
Amur, a race of princes, politic, pitiless, 
pertinacious, who by subserviency cajoled 
the khans and by severity conquered their 
neighbors. After three centuries of sub- 
serviency. and of severity appeared Ivan the 
Great. He, on the banks of the Oka, fought 
the battle where both armies, stricken with 
sudden, inexplicable terror, fled at full speed 
in opposite directions, leaving local inde- 
pendence rescued from Mongol tyranny. 

It was the grandson of Ivan the Great 
who changed resistance into aggression and 
who launched Irmak against the territories 
from which the ravishers of Russia had re- 
peatedly issued., This grandson, paying no 
niggardly measyre for his title of “ the ter- 
rible,”” was a boy at the time of his succes- 


sion to the throne and was hectored, brow- |’ 


beaten, ‘and thrust into a corner by the 
princes of his court. He endured this treat- 
ment until he felt himself capable of suc- 
¢essful resentment, Then in the course of 
the celebration of the Christmas of 1543 he 
summoned his princes before him, rebuked 


them for their contumacy, seized the chiet | 


among them and caused him to be torn in 
pieces in the royal presence by the royal 
hounds. The author of this coup d’état, who 
had determined to vindicate his maturity, 
‘was 13 years old. oe 


Such a. man was a master to Irmak’s- 


taste. And who could tell whether pillag- 


ing Siberia in the name of the czar might 


not be more profitable than plundering the 
merchant sailors of the Volga in Weflance 
of the czar’s armies? Therefore, Irmak, 
the Cossack, the outlaw, made his submis- 
sion to the government at Moscow and set 
the precedent which has transformed the 
whole Cossack nation into the nebulous, 
advance guard of the Russian em- 
pire 

Eight hundred and fifty men were duiten 
Irmak’s command. There were Cossacks 
among them. There were’ also Russians. 
There were also Tartars. There were also 
Poles and Germans, captured while battling 
against Russia, and now compelled to bat- 
tle for her.. It was as sweet a group as a 
common instinet ‘for loot ever brought to- 
gether. 

Across thé Urals they started. Observe 
them as they stand outlined against the sky 
on the highest point of the range. Watch 
them as they rise from Europe and dip down 
into Asia. They represefit the elastic re- 
vival of the Slav, who, pressed westward 
by the Mongol against the Baltic, flies back 
eastward again until he reaches the Yellow 
sea. 

Seven hundred and ifty miles into Siberia 
did Irmak go. The rivers Tobol and Irtuish 
beheld him. So did Khan Kutchum. So 
did Khan Kutchum’s capital city, Sibir. 
Wherefore Irmak the outlaw is now Saint 
Irmak, and intercedes above for the sins of 
the present nt | day’ Russian peasant.

A SERMON FOR TODAY. 


CHRIST’S BODY: A TEMPLE. 
By the Lord Bishop of Lichfield. 


** But he spake of the temple of his body.”’ 
—John il., verse 21. 

HE first question which we ask our- 
selves in, regard to our text is in what 
connection were the words spoken. 
We then look at the preceding con- 
text and we discover that the’ feast 

of the passover of the Jews was at hand and 
Jesus had gone up to Jerusalem. Being 
within the holy city with its sacred temple— 
to the Jewish mind, speaking in a general 
sense, the crowning glory of the metropolis 
of their country—our divine Savior, we 
may assume, would soon enter therein. 
As soon as he had done so, to his disgust 
he saw that the place was crowded with all 
manner of traffickers, men who were selling 
oxen and sheep and doves, and even sitting 
there were the changers of money. In 
fact, they were all taking money for them-_ 
selves, simply putting the holy place to a 


‘wrong use and prostituting the whole spirit: 


‘and intention for which it had been erected. 
Our Lotd’s indignation was aroused at the 
unhallowed spectacle, and, making a scourge - 
of small cords for the backs of the prostitu- 
tors, he drove them all out before him, and 
the sheep and the oxen, poured out the 
money of the changers, overthrew the tables, 
and said unto them that sold doves, ** Take 
these things hence; make not my father's 
house an house of merchandise.”’ 

But the acquiescent obedience of these 
sacrilegious traders to the Master was by 
them soon overcome, and we find them after 
a time coming to Christ and wanting to know 
from him by what authority he had done to 
them what he had done. Our Lord-was not. 
slow to give them his answer—an answer, 
too, that these impious Jews: must have 
entirely agreed with.

There is a strong tendency in this scientific age to tell the truth in all 
business transactions. “ You can’t be too truthful in making representa- 
tions about your business,” say the highest class men. This probably not 
so much because business men recognize now more than formerly that sim- 
plicity and straightforwardress are beautiful and that they characterize 
all that is best and most permanent in life, but that they recognize the 
practical value of simplicity and straightforwardness as the qualities that 
inspire confidence. Nowadays it is considered good policy boldly to point 
out the objections to your own proposition, and then to answer those ob- 
jections. Suppose a customer asks your opinion about a certain thing con- 
nected with his business, and you know that if you give an honest opinion it 
will kill your sale. If you knew he had only half-hearted confidence in his 
idea you might risk ousting it for selfish reasons; but what a risk you would 
run of discounting that man’s confidence in you, for he might be firmly per- 
suaded in his own mind, or he might have asked many men before you, or 
he might be merely testing your judgment. If, therefore, you gave the 
short sighted answer merely to forward your own interests you might lose 
the confidence of that man forever. Your best policy is to give your honest 


. for your ultimate success with the man. 


The man whose ambition it is to build up a great trade has special prob- 
lems to face; hardest of all, he must see that his honesty of intention is 


nonentity, and if he be a cipher he is the stidios which tenfolds the dabse 
of the figure which is attached. to it. His astute wife sefs him upon a 
pedestal, and insists upon all the ‘bowings, genuflexions, and swinging of 
censers which the most exacting could demand. She pulls the wires, but 
‘she keeps them well hidden, and her graceful show of deference to her 
husband is scrupulously kept up. 

A woman like this is usually a past mistress of the gentle art of 
mental suggestion: She directs her husband’s ideas by insinuation, and 
contrives to have Mim bid her do that which she desires to do so cleverly 
that he does not suspect her agency in the matter. She sows the seed and 
waits patiently until it fructifies, when ‘she gathers the fruit, | nd is pret- 
tily and becomingly grateful. The dew of praise and the ijunshine of 
admiration are freely invoked to further her purposes, and if the master

And now suppose that I am right and that there is no People! Sup- 
pose that the crowd is really no more than a crowd, a vast miscellaneous 
confusion of persons which grows more miscellaneons everygyear. “Sup- 
‘pose this conception of the People arose out of a sent tel idealization, 
Rousseau fashion, of the anciently homogeneous peasan:z class—a. class that 
is rapidly being swept out of existence by modern industrial developments 
——and that whatever slender basis of fact it nad ia the past is now alto- 
gether gone. What consequences may be expected’? 

It does not follow that because tHe Sbject of your reverence is a dead 
word you will get no oracles from’the sarine.. If the sacred People remains 
impassive, inarticulate, nonexistent, there are always the keepers of the 
shrine who will oblige, Professional politicians, venial and violent men, 
will take over. the derelict political control, peop.e who live by the book 
trade will alone have a care for letters, research .and learning will be sub- 
ordinated to political expediency, and a great development of noisily corm- 
petitive religious enterprises will take the place of any common religious

- earried into practice by every employé. Misre resentations by cnbbellinates|. catch you cheating him, but if he finds you tricky and apt for deceit he 
‘not help but be influenced by those things. He reasons by analogy; and 


avoids all dealings with you if possible. Consider, for contrast, the effect 
of scrupulously fair dealings. There is one store on State street of which 
“I don’t know much about this goods my- 
self; but I bought it there, so I know it is all right.” Can the money value 


is a source of injury against which every merchant must be on guard, re- 
tail merchants especially, whose employés- are promoted on the basis of their 
sales reports, or as, im ‘some instances @ven, paid a percentage on their 
sales, For instance, you enter a men’s furnishing store and ask for a cer- 
tain style of tie, only to be told that that-particular style is passé. You be- 
lieve the clerk and purchase something élse, only to discover afterward that 
the clerk misrepresented things for the sake of making a sale. Or, per- 
haps, a clerk sells you a mufile 
afterward to be part cotton. In either case you lose confidence in the store, 
although the proprietor himself may be scrupulously honest 
anxious to make right any misrepresentation which is brought to his notice. 
But you have not time or patience to make a complaint; you simply avoid 
that store the next time you have purchases to make, because you have 
lost confidence in it. The merchant is injured just so much, although he 
may. be himself a scrupulously honest man. The burden of keeping. the 
confidence of customers: rests, then, on the merchant himself. 


A man may well be proud of his unassailable integrity; he may justly heard much.about that man’s fine qualities, much ; ee 
about his business success, but he didn’t impress me 77% 


resent any impeachment of that integrity. Yet protestation of honorable 
intentions is the poorest way in the world to inspire confidence. The man 
who is deeply sincere does not go around bragging of it; sincerity is no 
great wonder to him—it is natural as drawing his breath. If, then, you 
want people to believe in your integrity don’t say anything about it. Con- 
sider the effect when a man says: “I want you to understand that I'm a

Country Women Bring A bout Reform 
Jor Comfort of Farmers’ Horses. 


NE of the most successful reforms in 
treatment of dumb animals that ‘have 
ever been brought about by women is 
the town hitching barn, by the use 
of-which horses no longer stand out 

in. the col of winter and the warm, fly pes- 

on of midsummer. 
Women’s clubs and the wives and daugh- 

térs of farmers started this reform,; it 

has grown to such an,extent that the big 
barns are seen in practically all of. the larger 
and progressive country towns. 

One of these barns has just been completed 
at Momence, on the Chicago and Eastern IIli- 
nois road. In. size it is 182 feet long and 62 
feet wide. It has an earth floor and the 


may be hitched inside this big inclosure. The 


arrangement is such that the rig may be 
backed out of its place at any time. In 
place of hitching a team to a fence or posts 
on the town square, the outfit is driven in- 
side and hitched to a railing on which is a 
continuous trough. For the privilege of 
hitching the farmer is charged 10 cents 
for any length of time during the day. The 
farmer may fill the trough with his own 
feed for his team free of charge, but if feed 
is supplied by the barn owner, 10 cents a 
head is charged for it.

sightly condition of the streets. The farm- 
ers’ wives and daughters objected to being 
compelled to hitch up in some unsife loca- 
tion. In summer time the horses were left 
out in the sweltering sun and the streets 
became a festering nuisance. Nowadays, 
when farm help is scarce, the women are 
compelled to do nearly all of the driving and 
errands to town, and they set up a loud 
cry for a place to hitch. 

One of the first Illinois towns to adopt the 
hitching barn was Dixon, where there is a 
strong and active women’s club, some of the 
members being wives of farmers. Today 
few teams are found hitched outside. There 
were’ a few farmers who preferred to hitch 
their faithful teams in the cold or heat to 
giving up a dime, but they so0o0n grew 
ashamed of the old practice. The barns 
sprang up all over Illinois, and in many 
towns of Indiana. At Ottawa, IIl., all of 
the hitching ‘posts and fences were torn 
down one night and carted off. This work 


was charged up to certain members of the 
city council, and even after they were known 
as “ The Destroying Angels.”’ . 

When a woman has occasion to drive toa 
town where the hitching barn has been es- 
tablished, she makes her way to the barn 
and alights at the door, turning the team 
over to the barn attendant. In many of the 
country towns young daughters of farmers 
attehd school during the winter, and the 
methods of the town barn relieve them of 
much care. 

The women of Illinois are not more shtoud 
of the result of any movement carried out 
and encouraged by them than they are + the 
town hitching barn. .

HERE is a certain little stereotyped letter,’’ says Mrs. H. J. Slifer, wife of the 
Chicago superintendent of the Rock Island railroad, “which the wife of a 
railroad man wsually finds in her morning mail just before moving day. 
_* Dear girl,’ it says, ‘I am so sorry to leave you, but I've got to be at the 
ther end of the line. Your devoted husband.’ , 
It is perhaps due to the spirit and effect of this little missive, whose counterpart 
is familiar to moving wives in general, that the task of reducing moving itself to a 
scientific basis is being taken up by women, with a view to avoiding the losses that 
make ‘‘ three moves as bad as a fire,” and of finding the art of getting the erstwhile 
pretty and appropriate furniture into ‘the new domicile without turning each and 
every piece into a’ misfit.” | 
The experience of Mrs. Slifer, however, which, when Including three extensive 
camping enterprises, averages one! move a year for twelve years, has led her to have 
views on this suljject which are opposed to the ground taken by those who consider the 
ordeal as one of inevitable loss. 
“The whole science of moving,’ said Mrs. Slifer, “is in knowing what to discard. 
Of course it is all in the way you look at it. Some people regard the loss as greater 
than can be calculated beeause of the inevitable disappearances and breakages, but it 
seems to me that the sifting process is the thing that makes it worth while. ; 


WHAT TO DISCARD. 

“I believe in looking the ground over thoroughly.and deciding what is necessary 
to keep, basing the choice upon the value that the thing bas for comfort, beauty, or 
association, as compared with the care and time it takes.. The first should be large 
in proportion to the last, as there is nothing so true as that one is often the richer 
with fewer possessions. Many a woman in just handling over her useless stuff from 
year to year spends as much strength as another would in moving all gf hers, and also 
time that would be of inestimable value to her used in other ways. 

“Take the old clothing, for instance, which in a family of six children often ac- 
cumulates faster than it can be made over. I used to keep and take it along, and often 
only to put it in the ragbag after all. Now, I look at it differently, and wherever it is 
likely that new things will be bought, anyway, I think that, instead of making them 
do a little duty in saving the new, it is a positive duty to ‘pass them on’ as quickly 
as possible while they are at their best, and can give the most pleasure. One of the 
instances that opened my eyes to the positive responsibility that we have of putting 
things where they will do the most good, was a superfluous washing machine, which 
was one of the ‘ possessions’ which we at first carted about with us. One morning 
I made an end gf this particular/one by giving it to the man who was helping us. 
A year afterward a letter came, which his wife had written, evidently with a des- 
peraté effort, to tell us that the old washing machine had positively been a fortune to 
her, in making her strength equal to doing enough of the only kind of work she could 
do at all, to get what comforts they had for herself and her children. | ’ 


- “ Another thing that I disposé of in the same way is old tinware and kitchen 
stuff generally, By the time one is ready to move it is an unsightly collection at best, 
and yet it is apt to be a godsend to the people who are helping. Five dollars will go a 
long way toward buying a whole new outfit, and when moving is done, many times 
with hardly a day’s notice, it doesn’t pay to take time to pack it. I have given up my 
kitchen furniture over and over again, and it is due to this fact that, when not beginning 
until 8 in the morning, we have more than once succeeded in getting out of the house 
by 1,” said Mrs. Slifer, looking around upon rooms full enough of pretty and homelike 
comforts and luxuries, not seemingly any the worse for wear, to make the observer 

wonder how it was done. 
“One thing which has helped|to accomplish quick moving more than anything I 
ever had,”’ she continued, “ are some boxes that we once had made to serve as a seat 
in a large window. There are six of them, each three feet long, and the mattress 
cushions for them are made in sections, so that each cover can be raised separately. 
We got into the habit of using them as lockers for each of the six children to put his 
toys and_all disorderly belongings into, but aside from this convenience, when the 
time for moving came, they were invaluable. Being in sections there would always 
‘be corners or windows to which they could be fitted, and in packing I would put a cut 
glass dish or a piece of fine china in the middle of each, with pillows or curtains or 


even as beds when going camping, China I always pack myself in barrels with news- 
papers, than which there is nothing ‘better, and with the result that we have never 
had anything broken yet. | 


WAY WITH FINE 
“There is also the simplest way in the world of packing fine plates that are too 
thin to put in with the heavier dishes, and that is in getting suit boxes of pasteboard 
and putting clothes into them, with a plate or two in between the folds of the skirt 
or waist that is put with tissue, paper in each one. The lightness of these hoxes 
makes them the object of the movér’s special care, with the result that he always sets 
them on top, and where the more elaborate clothing is kept in them any way, there is 
no reason for taking it out and crushing it in a trunk. They can be marked with the 
contents and the name of the owner and tied together in bunches of three or four, and 
it is a great advantage to be able to get at a certain gown during any part of the 
moving period. 
““I have never employed a professional packer,” added Mrs. Slifer, “but always 
have one good, all around man, pon whose capability and willingness a great deal 
of the success depends. I always Jet the children pack the books, beginning with them 
first, and putting them into small shoe boxes with. papers between. We also keep a 
grip for the numberless things that are always forgotten, and there is always every- 
thing to be found in it, from a bytton hook to a fur cape, 


‘But above all the helps. in getting ready that fall to the lot of a mother with a 
lot of young children is the neighbor who hospitably asks the whole crew in to take 
the last meal. Even the most expérienced mover doesn’t find it so easy to get everybody 
ready to go to a hotel, and twice blessed is she if she has a neighbor who invites her to 
eat. This good angel is not so ¢ommon, either, but 4s a friend long to be remem- 
bered when she appears. . |

WOMEN SUPPLANT 
MEN AS CASHIERS. 


| ‘ 
Favored in Proportion of 3 to 1 Be- 


cause Sterner Sex Plays 
the Races. 


NE cf the reasons why there are three 
times as many women as men acting 
as cashiers is the growing disposi- 
tion on the part of young men to bet 
cn the races and to dabble in the 
bucket shops. 

This is what several employers declare, and 
‘one of them continues: ‘“‘ With‘n ten years 
‘I have seen an almost incredible growth of 
interest in the race track. The time was 
when there was talk of poker, and roulette, 
and policy among men in Chicago. Now 
everything is horse racing. You hear the 
‘subject brought up on all sides where there 
‘ta a cance group of shallow young men. 
They talk horse, of sires and cams, of jock- 


leys and heavy tracks, of od¢ls, and all that 


‘until it makes me sick of the whole business. 
“Having a woman cashier, however, an? 
vemplpying several other womcn in almost 


‘equally responsible places, I have a sengé of 


security that I never had when these, poal- 

tions were filled by mon. At the sapie time 
not-.ene of.these women is under bond ir 
isurety companies. If my judgment of them 
has gone wrong and my cashier absconds, it 
will be my loss, of course, but at the samo 
time I think it will be a Dreaking of the 
record for woman’s honesty in such posi- 
tions in Chicago. I nevef have heard of one 
woman cashier who hag played false with her 


; charge.” 


Better Equipped for Position.

i) Where the pressure of business calls for the 
handling of large sums of money, especially 
in bills and in subsidiary silver, the woman 
TAs a marked advantage. Her fingers are 
More supple than are a man’s, and they 
@re still more susceptible to the “feel” so 
necessary in the handling of money. 

It is this “‘ feel "’ exercised in the handling 
of both bills and silver that makes the wom- 
Qn superior to the man ina general way. 
Whether at the local cash window or at the 
general accounting window of an establish- 
ment this physical touch is the one main de- 
tector of counterfeits. The “ raised’ good 
Dill can be detected by an expert of either 
at a giance. For instance, dollar 
bili May have a good feel, but it may be 
marked up to $10 or more. The cashier 
will recognize without thought that there is 
Semething wrong with the design on the 
bill, and, if not that, it is impossible for the 
ome altering the bill to deceive the expert 
xe in the -alteration itself. 


More Careful in Accepting Money. 

‘A practical test of the cashier of either 
sex will demonstrate that the woman cash- 
fief, even with her quicker touch, will be 
moOfe careful than will the man. This is 
especially true where new bills are con- 
cerned. Ordinarily when a new $20 or $50 or 
$100 bill is passed through the window toa 
men he will pull it through his fingers once 
im acceptance of its genuineness. It is his 
disposition to hide’ any possible uncertainty 
that he may have of its genuineness. He 
dees not like to be in the posi.ion before 
customer of examining too sharply, or seem- 
ing to do so. 

A woman is radically different in tempera- 
ment in this respect. She is wholly self- 
possessed, and it has been her privilege as a 
Woman to exact concessions from men and 
to impose them upon women. If she hasa 

ost of a thought that a bill may be doubt- 

1, She will hold it up to the light and pull 
it through her fingers without the least com- 
punction. The fact that she is responsible 
for the admission of counterfeits calls her 
tthe responsibility and. out of her inde-. 
pendence’ she allows the person on the other 
of the grating-to wait. 

** But one of the best recommendations of 
thé. woman as cashier lies in the sex,” said 
an employer. may have a decent sort 
Of & man Here as cashier, but I haven't 
much Of an idea where he is after office hours. 
With & deéént young woman in the posi- 
tion, I agn pretty certain of her in every 
respect. It comes more natural! to the busi- 
mess man to make himself sure of the char- 
acter of the woman than it does for him to dig 
Into the character of the man. A woman’s 
face is more easily réad.”’ 


Seldom Asks for Bonds. 

The woman cashier, as regarded by the 
Surety companies, does not cut much figure 
either way. She seldom appears to ask for 
bonds. When she does most of the com- 
panies will furnish them. Just one surety 
company in Chicago will not issue a security 
policy for a woman. The reason is wholly 
ethical. The management agrees with the 
employer for the most part that the woman 
is the less likely to abscond with money. At 
the same,time, it puts emphasis upon the 
fact that, ira bonded woman cashier should 
filth from the till, the company would rot 
be borne ovt-in public opinion in prosecuting 
ber as it would prosecute a man. Admitting 
that she is-littie iikely to: misappropriate 
funds, the company does not care to take the 
chance of coming into disrepute in the emer- 
gency. 

* We have a few calls for bonds for women 
Cashiers,’ sald the manager of one of the 
companies in the Rookery building. ‘* When 
they ask for it we take the risk on just the 
same lines as we take the risk on a mah. 
There is no discrimination in favor of the 
woman, though some of us might admit 
that she would be less likely to bolt than 
Would a man. The manifest reason for the 
lack of calls from women is that their em- 
- Ployers take their own risks concerning 
them. It is true, too, that in most of the 
big concerns, where millions may be at 
Stake in the hands,of the cashier, a man fills 
“pe piace. When he does, too, it is usually 
gt cost of heavy bonds.”’

They made affidavit to the fact that 
I had done the work in one minute, and 
since then my challenger has kept quiet. 

“The main principle underlying the ree- 
ord is practice. I have sat before the ma- 
chine and hammered out letter after letter, 
line upon line, and I have run over and over 
that kéyboard until far in the night. This 
unceasing and fatiguing. work [| consider 
the secret of my success. I do not beMeve 
that there is any other speed secret. It is 
not an intricate problem, but simply that 
old, old story—perseverance. I know that 
it takes work and long, hard work, but it 
seems that it is this one thing that so many 
are not willing to pay. 

“ Of course I have some methods of prac- 
ticing that are my own. I have some methods 
of fingering that I obtained from no one else. 
I have my own idea as tothe «a.nd of material 
one should use when practicing for speed, 
and I might say here that it is not writing 
one seventy-two space and 
over.’ 

For the first two weeks after Mr. Shiclds 
had made his record of 218 he wag regarded 
as a prodigy.

Work Rapidly with Electricity. 

An electric tattooing machine has been 
invented which accomplishes the work much 
quitker and neater than the needle used in 
thé old method. The “ professor ’’* washes 
the skin with antiseptic and ghaves away 
the hairs. Rubbing a little cocaine into the 
— he next proceeds to stencil the desired 

esign. 

He then turns the current into an electrice 
outline machine, and at the rate of 1,000 
punctures a minute traces the outline. Gen- 
erally the patient winces several times, but 


finally becomes used to the pricking sensa- | 


tion and makes no further complaint. There 
is little or no sign of blood during the time 
the skin is being punctured. ' 

The designs are finished with a shading 
machine operated by electricity. Although 
eight needles go into the patient's arm at 
each throb of the current, it does not hurt 
as much as the work done by the outline 
machine with its single point of steel. After 
a little more color has been worked into the 
holes left by the shading machine, the 
“ professor’ as a rule concludes his artistic 
operation by binding up the arm and letting 
nature have full sway in healing the pune- 
tures made.

OME of the most elaborate wedding 
gowns that are to’ be seen nowadays 
belong to brides who were born, raised, 
courted, and married on Illinois 
farms. In some instances the brides 

and the grooms belong to the smalher coun- 
try towns, but in great part they are farmers

The real character of the wedding costumes 
are seen in the photograph galleries of the 
county seat and other towns. 

In sean localities it is the custom of the 
bride and the groom to be to be photographed 


three or four sittings. They are posed to- 
gether, the bride sitting and the groom stand- 
ing, and vice versa. Then both are taken 
alone. The bridal veil is the article of rai- 
ment in which the bride takes the greatest 
amount of pride. 

‘The pictures made of these happy pairs 
form a never ending interest in looking 
through the collection of the different gal- 
leries. Along the line of the Eastern Illinois 
and the Illinois Central are some of the best 
farming.counties of the state. The pictures 
that are made in the galleries of the towns 


wrinkle in photographic work. 

A single in Iroquois county 
keeps a Watseka artist busy on bridal work 
alone. The work in great part comes from 
a settlement of rich German farmers who live 
near the small village of Woodworth. They 
are all men of big families, and the young 
people intermarry. The Watseka artist is 
able to show the largest collection of wed- 

pictures and photographs of brides and 
ms extant. Some of.the grooms have 
spent $80 in pictures showing both bride and 


groom as they appear about a week or so be- } 


fore the wedding. They order all the way 
from six to ten dozen prints in different 


posturee in their wedding toggery. There is } 


a great profusion of white satin and tulle, 
The groom is as well togged out as the bride. 
Both are pictures of perfect health, the 
groom standing fully six.feet tall, the finest 
specimen of the young Illinole farmer. 
When the sittings are all made the groom 
winds up by inviting the artist to the weéd- 
ding, and one of these functions lasts all day. 
There is a pretty custom that Illinois coun- 
try people have adopted and is spreading. 
The young people buy a home and furnish it 
complete before the wedding. Then the 
happy function is brought off in their own 
home, so there isn’t any step, however small, 
from the altar to the home. The bride and 
groom, for a week or so before the wedding, 
work together in fitting up their future abode, 
and it is said to be the happiest labor of love 
in the world. A pretty wedding of this kind 
took place but a few Gaye ago in Hoopeston, 
where the wedding, the feast, and»party took 
place under the same roof, the home of the 
bride and groom.

fireproofing. The tile floor construction, with 
this exception, was left fh serviceable condi- 
tion. Column covering withstood the effects 
of the heat, but was broken in places. prhe | 
lock partitions in the upper stories “fell, 
showing the neéd of vertical stiffening fods. 
The Wholesale building, in the same fire, 
goon collapsed: Its-floors and roof were of 
terra cotta segmental arch construction, sup- 
ported on steel beams, girders, and cast fron 
columns. None of the metal work was pro- 
tected. Vertical openings, with the excep- 
tion 6f passenger elevators, were well in-

_ You are a medium blonde. You are neither light nor dark. 
Your hair, from the sample you inclose, is*a pinkish drab. 
Really, it would be called medium brown. Why do you not 
treat your hair and make it bloom? It could easily be pur- 
suaded to glow with a becoming reddish glow. 

B. G.: I washed my hair in a mixture of bicarbonate of 
soda and ammonia. I added a lather of brown soap from the 
kitchen and a little borax. The result is that my hair is quite 
red. How can I turn it back? 

It will be impossible to turn it back. You will have to let 
it grow out. Peroxide of hydrogen turns the hair. So also 
does the mixture you describe. It is too bad you turned 
it, for it will take a long time to get back to its natural color. 

H. G.: I have two deep wrinkles that run across my fore- 
head. Is there any way to take them out? 

Take a good massage cream and fub it into the wrinkles. 
Go over them with the tips of the fingers, massaging care- 
fully. If the wrinkles are deep you should have the cream 
warm so that it will sink right into the skin. 

J. G.: My cheeks are thin and I look hollow in the face. 
You have helped a great many. Can you not help me? 

_ Probably you have missing teeth. This will make the face 
hollow. Have your teeth restored and your face will plump 
out. Now make the cheeks full by massaging them with a 
_good plumping cream.
